Keir Hardle's Former Secre- 
tary Speaks Her 
Very Briefly 



AN EXTRAORDINARY SCENE 



Women And Unemployed Tax 
. Ability of Whole Police 
Force 



London, Oct. 13. — The cllniax of tho 

suffragette oa.npaign wa.s reached to- 
night, when an enormous mob lioniniod 
In iiarllanienL and .stopped trat'fie In 
all the streets leading to ■\\'CKtnilnater. 
For more than three hours the crowds 
scuffled good.naturedly with tlie police, 
Interfered, with the theatre-goers, 
broke wlndow.s and di.soTgiuilzed things 
generally in the centre of London. 

Tho herohie of tho day was Jlrs. 
Travors Symons, formerly secretary 
to James Kelr Hardle, the Socialist 
and Independent member of parlla- 
inent, who reached i thOf door of the 
House of Commoiisi'lby.'i strategy. Tlio 
House was solemnly 'debating a bill to 
prevent children from clgnrotte smok- 
ing, when tho woman dashed past tho 
doorkeeper to a position In front of 
the speaker's chair and shouted shril- 
ly: "Leave off discussing children and 
talk about the women," 

Three officials -seized Mrs. Symons 
and carried her out bodily. She Wa.s 
then led to the outer door and dl.s- 
mlsscd. As a result of the coup, an 
order was issued tiiat hereafter women 
should nut be udndttod to tho building 
on any prete.Nt whatever, and In tho 
future tlie historic grill will not screen 
female spectators. 

The appeal issued by the suffrag- 
ettes for 50,000 peoplcto help them 
"rush" WestmlDBter iatiiHT.BOf.f.o'cloclc 
this evening was the moiat'i'suocessful 
stroke yet. Not less than5,twlce that 
number responded to .;the? ,\Cia^ll, and 
nine-tenths of these were, young peo- 
ple who came to see the fun. There 
were also, a few hundred of the un- 
employed and their sympathizers. Par- 
liament was in a "fetato of siege. A 
close, tripio line of police was drawn 
around tlie three sides of the square 
in front of tlio building. Tho yard be- 
tween tho gates .swarmed with police, 
and two hundred guarded tho torr.ice 
in the rear against assault by tho way 
which the women twice attempted. A 
small fleet of police boata also pa- 
trolled the Thames approaches. 

(Ml the mounted police in LomUm 
and the suburbs had been mobilized at 
this centre, and loads of hay were un- 
stacked In . the streets' for the horses. 
The whole police force, together with 
cavalry. Infantry and marines to the 
number of more than 5,000 was kept 
busy In restraining the pushing, 
struggling niasaes, especially about 
Trafalgar Snuare, where tho Nelson 
monument looked down upon dense 
crowds In all directions, with bu.ses, 
motor cars and cabs mostly nlled with 
siuht-seers trying to tliread their way 
through. 

Tho police kept the streets adjoining 
to tho House of dommons elonr, whore 
they tried their ability to kc..]i the ijco- 
ple moving. Tho crowd cheered, sang 
songs, and gave voice to all the sar- 
c.-i.stie remarks that a London crowd is 
callable of. These were aimed in a 
semi-good-natured way at the suffra- 
gettes, who, distinguished by tlieir 
nr.'inge sashes, swarmed everywhere 
distributing tracts. A delegation of 
thirteen suffr.-igettes wiiieh apiiroaclied 
the police cordon and was formally re- 
fused admittance to I'arllann<nt, iit- 
t(;mt)tlng to make a rush, b\it the wo- 
men, with the least possible rough- 
ness, were turned back. The rush 
resembled a football gridiron. 'J'lu: 
police were pelted with stones and 
some other missiles, but nobody was 
seriously hurt. Twenty-four suffra- 
gettes and twelve of the unemployed 
were arrested.

MOVEMENT MEANS PEACE 



Servia Now Content to Await 
Action of Conference of 
Powers 



Sofia, Oct. 13.— There Is no cloud on 
the Bulgarian horizon, sums up the of- 
ficial view in Sofia of tho events that 
have tranuidred since the proclamation 
of Bulgarian independence by Prince 
Ferdinand on October u. The govern- 
ment is convinced that tho chan- 
celleries of Kurojje will swing to a 
more favorable view of Bulgaria's ac- 
tion as soon as the danger of a gen- 
oral conflagration is over. 

The troojis now under arms, includ- 
ing the reserves recently called out, 
reach a total of 120,000 men. They 
will bo kept to the colors for another 
month, pending a settlement of the e.x- 
iatingi situation. The guards on the 
frontier .1^0 been ■ grlveiv .stringent 
Inatructl9hp.',i0; Heep well , w the 
territorial limits of the new kingdom, 
and to avoid clashing with the Turks. 

The illness of Priiico Boris, eldest 
son of King Ferdinand, Is the reason 
why tho members of the royal family 
were not present at the festivities in 
Sofia yesterday, in collection with the 
King's triumphal entry into his capi- 
tal. Prlnco Boris goes under the title 
of Czarevitch. Tho assumption by 
Prince Ferdinand of the ancient Bul- 
garian title of Czar ap])ealed to the 
sentlincnt of the people, and added 
vastly to Ills popularity. The only 
discordant note la found in the Social- 
ist organ,! Kambana',';, which harps on 
tho unconstitutionality of the declara- 
tion of Independence arid persists in 
calling tho King "Prince Ferdinand." ' 
The representative of <ho Associated 
Press had an interview today with 
Gen. Poprikoff, the present minister of 
foreign affairs. 

Tho General said : "Before the 
dawn of independence in Turkey, 
Bulgaria was arming herself In pre- 
paration for a war for the liberation 
of Macodonln, but with tho attain- 
ment of their alms by the Young 
'.rurka the situation was reversed. Our 
government recognized Immediately 
that it had tho -most to gain by the 
cultivation of sincere .'..frlendBhlp, and 
co-operation with the,. liberal regime 
in Turkey. •.• -.r'-.'^ 

Tiio proposed TTlirko-Bulgarian 
entente is dictated by mutual Inter- 
ests. We are neighboring states, and 
each can be of iiowerful assistance to 
tlio other. Guided by such motives, 
the Bulgarian govornmont declared its 
Independence as tho sole means of 
placing Bulgaria on an equal footing 
with Turkey. Wo cut tho bond of fic- 
titious vassalage which in the past 
was responsible for so many dls- 
agi-eeablo , incidents. Wc wish 
solemnly to declare that we harbor 
no hostile, designs on Turkey; In fact 
the act of Tirnovo signalizes, so far 
as Bulearla Is concerned, T;the laying 
of the spectre of Balkan war." 

The report published In Paris that 
Bulgaria has sent an ultimatum to 
Turkey, demanding that' her iiidc 
pondence bo recognized within three 
days. Is declared ,, offlclally to bo 
without foundation. " ' ■ .', 
Servla's Attitude 
Belgrade, Oct. - 13. — M. ICUtevano 
vitch, the foreign Minister, In an in 
teryiew today, denied that there was 
any mobilization or concentration of 
tho Servian army. In his opinion 
thcro was no longer any danger of hos- 
tlUtlcs, for a time at least, the peo|)le 
being calmer and the government 
willing to take Great Britain's advice 
and await the outcome of the propo.s- 
od ccnference of the powers, relying 
upon Euro])c's recognition of .Servla's 
just cause.

In tho afternoon he spoko 
before a largo audionco at Shawville 
in the interests of the Canservativo 
candid.ite in Poiitiac county, and last 
night he adresscd a gatiiering of eh-ct- 
ors ut Aylnier on behalf of tho Con- 
servative candidate In Wright county. 
Mr. Borden will spend a week In 
Nova Scotia before the elections. He 
expressed himself as confident of ■ vic- 
tory for the Conservative party. 

Cornwall, Oct. 13.— R. L. Borden's 
mooting hero today was a most suc- 
cessful one in every way, the attend- 
ance being largo and tho enthusiasin 
most niarkod. Mr. Borden foUowc'd 
tho general lines of his former 
spoeclK's, and prophesied that tho 
party would win on the 2Cth by a 
good majority.

In the 
city there is comparatively Httlc ty- 
phoid this season, owing to tho Jitrlci' 
enforcement of - the law regarding the 
Installation of waterworks and sewer- 
ago systems. 



May Try High Flight 
Paris, Oct. 1."!. — According to a Paris 
newspaper, Wilbur Wright, ilio aviator, 
has told Lazaro Weiler, head of tho 
syndicate that has purchase:! tho 
French rights to the Wright brothers' 
machine, that as soon as he has com- 
pleted Ills contract with tlie syndicate 
by instructing three pilots in tho 
workings of the aeroplane, he will at- 
tempt some flights for height. There 
is no reason, he is reported to havo 
said, why he should not go up Vo a 
height of 3000 feet. He also spoke of 
trying some flights without tho motor 
and without the derrick, which la now 
required to start the aeroplane. 



Taking Euseball Seriously 

New York, Oct. 13. — Deaths from 
heart disease increased last week, due, 
the health department physicians say, 
to the acute baseball situation. Last 
week the deaths were lo'l, as com- 
pared with 129 for the corresponding 
week In 1007. In Manhattan the deaths 
wore 70 as compared with 5S, show- 
ing, in llie opinion of the physicians, 
that the interest in the game has 
spread throughout the city, whereas 
for the week ended Oct. 3, before a 
final decision regarding the disputed 
game with Chicago had been made, 
and when hope of ultimate victory was 
still high, the deaths were 121, as com- 
pared with 123 a year ago.

Winnipeg, Oct. 13. — The municipal 
elections in Manitoba this fall prom- 
ise to bo the most interesting held In 
the province for many years. It is to 
bo a battle royal between the or- 
ganized temperance and the organized 
linuor Influences. Both parties have 
been preparing for the vote. 

As soon ns the government rovi.sod 
tlie license act last session, and pro- 
vided for local, option with only a 
majority vote of the people, the tem- 
perance people saw their opportunity. 
They determined to bring the question 
to a vote In a large number of muni- 
cipalities this year. W. 'R'. Buchanan, 
head of tho temperance organization, 
in an automobile, organized the prov- 
ince with Ins temperance workers. 
The licensed hotclkeepors association 
also wore boncfted by the revision of 
tho act. In that a repeal vote was al- 
lowed to be taken each year, pro- 
vided there was a twenty-five per 
cent petition presented to the muni- 
cipal council. The temperance peo- 
ple wore compelled to have their 
twenty-nve per cent, petition in the 
hands of tho council before October 
1, but no dat? was set for a petition 
for repeal to. :,bo in. The season for 
tho presentation of petitions is now 
past, and all that remains for oppos- 
ing parties is to continue canvassing 
for tho day of polling. At the outset 
of the campaign local option was in 
force, and still remains in force. In 
'J:Z towns and municipalities. 

On account of the act calling for 
a petition to be presented to the 
council prior to October 1, tho hotel- 
hoeiiers' association claim that tho 
tompernnco people are too late with 
all their petitlon.s except 11. They 
will hiivn the law enforced and pre- 
vent elections being held in tho other 
3;i districts. Tills will make tho same 
number of elections for locnl option 
as for the reneal of existing local op 
lion laws. .Tu.'st how much tho pros 
ent local option ipap of the province 
will be changed after the. municipal 
elections Is beyond conjecture, i but 
lioth parties are claiming to bo 
thoroughly organized to carry on 
their campaign.

Winnipeg, Oct. LI. — The fine weath- 
er of llie iJast two v.'oeks has caused 
the farmei's to nuirl;et an immenso 
amount of grain. The receipts during 
the last few days hnvo Increased enor- 
mously. Tho record has been broken 
for tho last 24 hours, 679 cars of wheat 
iind 96 of other grains being Inspected 
in Winnipeg, against a total of 445 
cars on the same date last year. Of 
the number of cars Inspected In the 
last 24 hour.^, no less than 467 cars 
were of contract grade.

Jlpe. running Into 
Victoria from Prince Rupert. The 
company, however, has' not considered 
tho building of a railroad into this 
city. This is the gist of a conversa- 
tion had with Mr. Hays at the Empress 
hotel yesterday after a day spent In 
conference with the members of the' 
government. . ,.. • . '.v 

Mr.' Hays and tialrty arrived In Vic- 
toria yesterday at 2 a.m., after a thrieo 
days' visit to Prince Ruperti and dis-: 
cussing his tour with a Colonist' re- 
porter, said; - 

, Toured Systenn 
"I left home early in September with; 
the ofllclals of :the' road, to make our ^ 
annual trip over^theJ»/|ystemi ' VFrom 
Winnipeg we ivdeldveri'^'ouri-llhet to 
Battleford, a distancia bfv.OOO mlles, over 
which we are giving a -tri-weekly ser- 
vice notwithstanding the fact that the 
road is still-in the hands of tho con-' 
structlon department. . We are doing 
this for the coriv'enlenco of settlers, 
and we are hauling a great deal of: 
supplles'and effects as well as a lot^pf.'j 
grain over the road. ' There has ■ibebnii 
a nice movement in grain this ;;year,;' 
and more land is being, broken each! 
season, now that a reliable, train ser- 
vice is assured. The. great deyeloip- 
ment is especially wonderfully ' to'" nie. 
as it Is only two years since ' Mr.," 
Morse and I rode over the route whlbK- 
our. line. np>v takes from. Edmonton to' 
AVIrinipQ^. At tliat time moat of the 
land was yacoint.; Now It is nearly all

Eleivators and ' Bridges 
"Our towns are doing well, especial- 
ly those situated at the divisional 
points. Walnwrlght is perhaps the 
furthest ahead of any of them. 'We; 
havo one or more elevators either - 
built or building at each of these 
points. At Battle river our progress 
Is barred by a big bridge, but the con- 
tractors promise us that this will bo 
llnished by Nov. 1. The grading from 
Battle river to Edmonton is, complete, 
they are laying steel as fast as possi- 
ble and we hope to have trains run- 
ning. Into Edmonton by the flrst of the 
year. Another big bridge which we are 
building at Clover, j bar,,. In north Sas- 
katchewah, is alspWriiBarly flriished. 

"From EdmoiitonHTvieat our line Is 
well advanced as far as "Wolf creek, a 
distance of 120 miles, and before the 
season closes wo hope to have it com- 
pleted as far as Pembina river. 
Went Up the Skeena 
'Leaving Edmonton we came round 
Vancouver, whence wo went to 
Prince Rupert. There we took tho 
company's supply steamer Distributor 
and went up the Skeena to Copper 
river, at tho end of Foley, Welch & 
.Stewart's 100 mllo contract. That is 
m expensive piece of work, and of a 
very permanent character ,as much of It 
is blasted out of tho solid rock. Wo 
were two days up the rivor. At Prlnco 
Rupert, the 2,000 acres of townsito has 
been cleared since my last visit, and 
so wo were able to get a good idea of 
tlio place. Wo think it Is a most de- 
slrablo location for a town, and we 
were especially impressed with tho 
groat value of the port which we con- 
sider the finest on the Pacific ocean. 
The townsito surveys are nearly com- 
pleted, so that wo will be able to put 
the lots on the market by tho flrst 
of May." 

Asked concerning the statement that 
tho plan of selling lots by auction had 
been changed and that they were to be 
sold by private auction, Mr. Hays said: 
Plans For Prince Rupert 

"Tho story is not and cannot bo true.l' 
for tho reason that no plans for dispoa- 
Ing of the lots have been made, though 
several ha.vo been discussed. This Is 
one of tho (lucstions upon which we 
have been conferring with tho provin- 
cial government. You know that gov- 
ernment Is a partner in the townslte 
and wo must act in unison in the 
matter. As our conference Is not yet 
concluded, I do not think it would be 
proper to go Into the questions that 
have been the subject of discussion, 
but I may say that one of the matters 
which has been occupying our Joint at- 
tention today is the matter of public 
Improvements In Prince Rupert. It lia.s 
to bo settled how much wo shall do In 
the way of installing waterworks and 
a sewerage system, as well as making 
streets, in order to make things con- 
venient for tho influx of people that 
may bo expected next year. Our meet-' 
Ing was most harmonious, and our 
relation.^ with Mr. McBrlde's govern- 
ment are most pleasant. We have al- 
ways found him willing to do what la 
reasonable." 

Steamships For Victoria 

A shod what the company's' Intentions 
were In regard to coming to Victoria, 
Mr. Hays said; 

"We ar6 certainly coming to Vic- 
toria. Wo havo got to, but our plans 
are not sufficiently advanced to war- 
rant an official announcement." 

Asked if It wore true that tho Grand 
Trunk Pa'ilfio had brought water front- 
ago on •Vlcton.a harbor, Mr, Hays 
would not deny or confirm tho report, 
saying that ho could not malco any 
announcements.

A comparison of publlf^.expendlturo 
under the Conservative' 'and Liberal 
administrations, an -outline of somu 
things accomplished for "Victoria by 
the Liberal candidate in the fortluoni- 
Ing Dominion elections for tho local 
riding, and a reference to tho federal 
outlay in connection wltli the local 
mllitl'a by Col. P. B. Gregory; a refer- 
ence to the Better Terms question and 
to the construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway and the Domin- 
ion government's relation thereto, by 
Hon. William Templeman, and a brief 
criticism of some remarks ..of Premier 
McBride by R. L. Drury forma a. sum- 
mary of the proceedings at last night's 
meeting held at tlie Instltlltb ball. Tho 
attendance was sparse. . r'F.;- A.' Pauline 
occupied tho chair; •'^■;^i*■As,^.■■'."^■if■'^ V 

Mr. Pauline was glad of the oppor- 
tunity of hoisting his colors. Tliero 
were a number of speaker.s, and, in 
order to avoid the waste of time, lie 
would Immediately call on Col. Greg- 
ory. 

Col. Gregory. 

In his Introductory remarks the lat- 
ter said that he did not need to iiiJolo- 
glze for the small attend.-iiieo as an 
explanation could be found in the in- 
clement weather. 

. ' Militia Expenditure. 

In tho Conservative candidate's ad- 
dress of recent date, he had referred 
to militia expenditure. He asserted 
that the expenditure liad increased and 
that Victoria liad not got her share 
He acknowledged tliat the annual out- 
lay had grown, but he contended that 
this city had obtained ;i proiier ])ropor- 
tion. During tiie Conservative regime 
the highest earning tiiat could be ob- 
tained by a militiaman was $ii. Now 
tho gun-layers ;iik1 others could s>'- 
cure, If they worlied, as much as ?1U. 
Ho said that. In addition, there was a 
modern si.x-iiich gun mounted at the 
Drill hall, as well as other first-class 
ordnance. 

A Voice — Wliere did you get the sl.x- 
Inch gun',' From the fort? 

Answering J. Staples, who was the 
Interrogator, Col. Gregory stated that 
tho ordnance did not come from tho 
fort. He added that, if Mr. Staples 
continued to ^Interrupt he would bo 
ejected. Knough had been taken from 
him and he did not propose to stand 
for any more. 

Col. Gregory said that Mr. Barnard 
had accused the Liberal government 
of maladministration, but hud -failed 
to go Into details. Anyone could 
tiirow mud. AVliat was the use of 
the accusation if it could not be .sub- 
stantiated? 

Outlining what ho claimed Hon. AV. 
Templeman had done for V^lctorla, ho 
pointed to tho safeguards to iiuviga- 
tlon instituted through the Liberal 
candidate's influence. ■ It liud been rec- 
ommended by tho board of trade, after 
the Valencia disaster, that a road 
should be constructed along tho coast. 
Through tho effortsi of Hon. Mr. Ten 1- 
plemun the administration ' was en- 
gaged in building the' thoroughfare 
wanted — a road designed "to safeguard 
the lives of tliose "who go down to 
the aea in ships." Ho spoke 'of the 
wireless telegraphic system, instancing 
the use made of it by the- steamer 
Humboldt as an evidence of its utility. 
In eighteen years tho (Conservatives 
had built one hatchery, while the iires- 
sent government had constructed eight. 
As well u cruiser had been placed on 
tiie coast for tho protection of the 
fisheries. 

Hon. Mr. Templeman liad taken an 
active Interest in the establishment of 
iron and steel Industries in British 
Columbia, and on Vancouver island In 
liarticulur. Doubtless HdlivjvMr; Me- 
Brldo would term this a sordid mouns 
of aiipealing to the people. 

Labor Legislation 

When the Conservative jiartv had 
gone out of power there had' been 
practically no labor legislation on the 
statues. The first thing the Liberals 
had doiie,,Wai^j.tp . .establish a bureau 
of labor.. in;,an; effort to get in touch 
wltli the working class. Thcv had 
abolished the .-sweating fiystem, "which 
tlie speaker alfirmed, had been awful. 
Women had been forced to labor for 
two and <n half cents an hour. Now 
they got the standard wage. Refer- 
ence was m.'ide to the Lemleux act 
under which tlilrty-eiglit oat of forty 
disputes had been settled without a 
strike. 

Taxation Not Increased 
Tlie only reason Mmt. tin; revenue 
increased "w.is becau.'-'e the popula- 
tion of the countrj- had grown, while 
there 'was greater ])rosp(-rity ;nul con- 
sequently peoiile were in a position 
to spend more on themselves. He 
asserted that taxes liad not been aug- 
mented, but decreased during Liberal 
rule. He proceeded to draw a com- 
parison of the.incomo and. expenditures 
during Cori^rvatlv;e:£''''',and\V;3jibcrai 
regimes. Tho "former- had" borrowed 
$62,000,000 While tho Sir Wilfrid 
I>aurler administration, although un- 
dertaking a work of the c:(tent of tlic 
G. T. P., besides ' all other works, 
had raised only, .■;|17,000,000. Wlien 
charges of extravagance wero made 
against the government few mention- 
ed to go into detail. G. E. Foster, M. 
P., had attempted it and all that he 
could attribute to unwarranted outlay 
amounted to somethlnB over $1,000,- 
000. 

Of llie foreign trade, (';ol. Cregoi-y 
said that during: the Conservati vi? 
rule the annual increase ivna .$,'!, 1300,- 
000. While the Liberal gcverninent 
had brought it up to $3,000,000 ad- 
vance monthly. He also spoke of the 
dcvi^lopment of commercial Inter- 
change with the Old Country, stating 
that it was falling oft hoforn ISOti. 
Then it amounted to $99,000,000 an- 
nually. Now it was $228,000,000 for 
the .same period. 

The timo was not far distant when, 
under the policy of the Liberal party, 
(Janada would grow i^noiigh wheat to 
supply the full demand of the nortli- 
ern country. He cimipaiod (he num- 
ber of homestead oiitrle.T during 
1891) and 1907. In the former year the 
total was 1837, 'while in the latter It 
was .•!;i,0n0. He wanted to know 
whether these figurea were not con- 
vincing, and claimed that, if tlie 
Ccnsorvatlves could nial<e such a 
showing, they would be more willing 
to go into detail. •

A complete arraignment of tho 
Laurier government for Its policy with 
regard to Better Terms and Oriental 
Immigration as well ' as for the car- 
nival of graft which has character- 
ized its regime was given at the Con- 
servative meeting In Semple's hall last 
evening, by Hon. Dr. Young, G. II. 
Barnard, K.C., the candidate, H. B. 
Thomson and others. The moeting 
was fairly well attended and tho en- 
thusiasm was great. 

"Wo are all well aware that If a man 
deceives and cheats us once that is his 
fault," remarked Jlr. Leonard Tait, the 
chairman, "but If ho manages to rejjcut 
the trick tho second time, that is our 
fault." (Hear, hear.) 

"It is perfectly wl.so, just and legiti- 
mate .right which we uf.i when wo 
criticisQ tho acts of a government of 
its members and their mode of carry- 
ing on the business of tho country, 
and more especially In this case when 
our representative . is a cabinet min- 
ister who holds two ImporVant , posi- 
tions In tho Administration at Ottawa. 
(Applause.) 

"Tho llrst thing that struck the 
thinking people of Canada, throughout 
its length and breadth, after 1S9G, was 
tho fact that Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
government went back on all Its prom- 
i.'ses, sooner or later, and on all tho 
planks of their own platform. and 
adopted tho policy of the Conservatives 
whom they had succeeded, although 
events have proven, and only too clear- 
ly, that thIA policy was in Its entirety 
altogether too large to be carried, out 
by these people, failing miserably. In 
all their attempts. (Hear, hear and ap- 
plause.) . : 

"I will now deal for a few moments 
wlth;,tbeyr6cord of tho Hon. Mr. Tem- 
plemari.V Ojie of his election cries was 
Rlley and .the Dredge. "We got Rllev, 
but ,weL: failed iijb '.J,sot;r:<he ? driedge. 
(Laughter.), ::T.hen another election cry 
was Drury and the Mint. Now we have 
not.got the mint, and, thank God for It, 
wo have not got Drury. .(Laughter and 
applause.) Thei^e things, are, Jipwever, 
bad enough . ln>* themselveSV.'fs^^^ 
as they do that thesormen can be and 
have been guilty oC political ohlcanerv. 
(Hear, hear.) Barnum said the public 
like to be fooled, and he liked to fool 
them. While Lincoln said: 'You can 
fool all the people part of the time, 
and part of the people all the time; but 
you cannot fool all the people all the 
time." (Hear, hear and applause.) But 
the worst of all these deceitful cries 
which have been spread abroad by Mr. 
Temploman occurred In the last elec- 
tion, when he came before the elector- 
ate stating that work on,,ithe G.T.P. 
would begin a.s soon as thef'eIe.cilonK 
were over, while it would bo'prbsecuted 
from tho AVest as well as from tho 
East, and with equal vigdr. ' (Hear, 
hear.) While you all know, as well us 
f, that this has not proved the ca=o 
(Hear, hear.) Now, I think, as I feel' 
you do, that men who are open Iv guilty 
of these deceptions ore uttei'lv un- 
worthy of public conlidence. (liear, 
hear.) And again, we have this samo 
old G.T.P. dodge brought before the 
people! (Hoar, hear.) 

"If this wero not enough, we have 
his unfulfilled promise to settle the 
.Songhecs reserve question (hear, hear), 
and on that score also ho has showii 
himself to be uiuleserving of our sup- 
liorl. (Hear, hoar and ajjiilause) 
Then come the bettor terms question 
(hear, hear), and their wilful failure 
to protect our Interests bv having in- 
corporated in the .Tiiprinese treatv the 
el;\use which would have protected us 
from the Japanese Invasion of our 
shore,^-. (Hear, hear). But sine(. then 
Lenileux lias gone over seas and 
pleaded with the .lapanese government 
returning with a great flourish oil 
trumpets, while the governinont lelt 
themselves .compelled shortly after- 
wards' ,to;.,despatch Mr. Drury over on 
a similar: v" mission, evidencing that 
somethlngr'ils,, certainly wron^'. (iit ar 
hcar)Vi;.VBut!.\ these' efforts which have 
bcenodellberately. made to deceive the 
public o£'..BrltlShi Columbia and of 
Canada ar6';'apweyer very good ri'a.sons 
why we should . vote want of conli- 
dence in this; government. (Applause) 
"But, gentlemen; la U not plain that 
if Mr. Templeniari and the si.x oth;r 
Liberal members from British Col- 
umbia had taken aflrm stand and told 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier that they would 
resign in a body unless Hon. Mr. Mc- 
Brlde received something Hko fair 
treatment in his cfCorts to secure fair 
and better terms for this province not 
a hand would have been lifted' against 
them when they returned- to tho people 
and sought re-election. (Henr hear 
and applause). But they failed to take 
proper advantage of this opportunity 
and we are told that It Is simply be- 
cause Sir Wilfrid Uuirier cannot con- 
trol his caljlnet that wo have been 
treated to the spectacle of such a low 
political tone and of tho perpetration 
of such a .series of glaring scandals as 
has never been known nt any previous 
period, either In our ov/ii history or In 
the history of any other government In 
North Aincrloa. (Hear, hear). 

"Ho seems however to have been 
able to control :\li, 'reinploman, whom 
wo sent to Ottawa to represent us In 
a manly, straightforward fashion, but 
who has done little save woefully to 
misrepresent us. (Hear, hear and ap-i

and failed miserably in the perform- 
ance of his high and responsible 
duties." (App'auHO). 

Mr. Talt, In conclusion, appealed 
especially to tho young men to range 
themselves, upon the Conservative side 
In this ^contest,- and ^referred to the 
fact thatji'tlii9'?;ea8torn portion of tho 
G.T.P., which 'was to have cost only 13 
millions, woiild evidently cost at least 
200 millions, which was an Immense 
sum for a populatloiv„of barely seven 
minions, struggling vfiiy.wayd upon tho 
national highway towaj-ds, the goal of 
success. (Hear, hear)/WhIle Instead of 
foregoing or being ronsonablo in tho 
solootlon of the 3,ri00,000 acres In tho 
Peace niver district, Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier had been careful to select the very 
choicest of the public land.s of this 
province in that region. (Hear, hear). 
Tho truth was that the interests of 
this province were no.gk^cted at every 
turn, and Mr. Templeman either was 
unable to be of any use to this jinr- 
tlon of the Dominion or if ho had any 
inducnce in Ihc councils of the gov- 
ernment lie failed to exercise it. 
(Hear, hear). 

"British Columbia wants men of tho

EXPLANATION NEEDED. 

Wo direct Mr. Tomplonian's atten- 
tion to the fact that we have not asked 
him to explain many.of the numerous 
charges of maladministration laid at 
the doors of the government oL' which 
he is a member. In tioatlntc his candi- 
dature we are accepting tho o.xtrumely 
doubtfur hypotliesls . that Sir AVllfrid 
Laurler will be' sustained, and are 
dealing wltli tho claim advanced on 
Mr. Temploman's behalf that he ought 
to be elected because lie is a cabinet 
minister. We have presented for lii.s 
consideration tho.se matters of a local 
or; provincial nature to which, in tho 
judgment of many of his constituents, 
be might very properly have exhibited 
some evidence that it is advantageous 
for Victoria to bo represented In the 
Cabinet. Even Mr. .OJeinijlernan's 
warmest supporters advaince this as 
his' chief claim upon the constituency. 
Tlie' presence of tho Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific party in tho city suggests anoth- 
er line of inquiry, namely as to lii.s 
course In connection with that enter- 
prise. At the time we have now in 
mind Mr.Tompleman was a member of 
the Senate, but also had a seat in the 
Cabinet, although no department was 
under his control. It was, if we re 
member aright, rather more than four 
years ago that Senator Templeman, as 
he then was, submitted .^a^lj^rpepd- 
ment to tho charter of ■-■•^iniB '•''Grand 
Trunk PacUlc Railway company re- 
quiring construction to he begun 
simultaneously at both ends of that 
company's line, or to that effect.. This 
amendment he subsequently' withdrew, 
and thus tho company was^lcft free to 
begin construction when and wlicro it 
lilvcd. Tho fact that construction ii 
under way from this end at the pre 
sent time is due tp the insistence of 
the provincial government, which made 
that one of the'^condifio'rts of its settle- 
ment v,-ith the company as to terminal 
facilities. Now wliat we would like to 
have Mr. Templeman tell his constitu- 
ents is: Did he or did he -not demand 
from his colleagues that a part of the 
condition of the bargain should bo the 
simultaneous beginning of worl; at botli 
ends of the line? He may remember 
that the influence of the Maritime 
Provinces was sufficient to secure a 
pledge from tlio government that con- 
struction should be begun on the east- 
.ern division, simultaneously with the 
western ;:/j''diy|8lon; '■ Mr. Templeman 
might tell the electors, if he knew this 
at the time and if ho made any such 
claim on behalf of British Columbia. 
Why did he withdraw Ills proi)osed 
■ ■" amendment to the company's charter? 
We all know ills avowed reason. It 
was a .letter from President Hays, but 
if the astute President of the G.T.P. 
had sent him n copy of tlio Last Rose 
of Summer it would have committed the 
company to fully as much as that letter 
did. The company r^agreed to (begin 
construction at -the western end in 
short order,. when some one, who was 
really In"' earnest, got after them. 
Therefore we would like to have Mr. 
'J'empleman toll tho electors if he 
really intended to press his proposed 
amendment, and if so why he with- 
drew it on receiving sucli a letter from 
jMr. Hays. We remind him that wo 
:u'o not flndin.t; I'ault witli i\Ir. Hayi^. 
'i'hat gentleman was acting in the in- 
terests of his company, and. if he could 
pacify Mr. Temploman's real or as- 
sumed anxiety by .-i letter that meant 
nothing more tlian tl)at llie comijany 
would Ijcgin construction at the west- 
ern end when it "got good and ready," 
lie was quite within his rights. That 
sort of thing, among others, is what 
he is paid for doing. But Mr. Tem- 
pleman represented a whole province, 
and Just as 'it was Jlr. Hay's duty 
to make the best bargain lie could 
for his company, so it was Mr. Tem- 
ploman's duty to make thOv-bcBt ar- 
rangement he eonld for tho province. 
Instead of malcins such an arrange- 
ment he obtained nothing- at all, and it 
may bo necessary . for the provincial 
government' to assist ' in' the construc- 
tion of roads from points of tho Cana- 
dian Paciflc if provincial merchants 
aro to receive as much advantage as 
they should from tho construction of 
the railway. 

Seeing that in everything of a pro- 
vincial nature, in . connection with 
which his presence in the ..Cabinet 
might have naturally beeh 'expocted to 
be of value to the province, Mr. Tem- 
jilonian has dLsaiipointed tiie rea.son- 
nble expectations of the people, u is 
difficult to understand why any one 
Hhould thinic It will bq oi; advantage to 
Have him In the cabinet, Iti tlio. event 
of the Laurler govertinJfentti)einV sus- 
tained. If that government, ns now 
(ippi.'ars very probaljle. Is defeated, Jlr. 
Templemun's presenco In the House 
would be of no value to tho inovinco 
ond a bore to himself. If the ^jovernT 
jiient Is sustained at Uio fiencriil elec-i 



tlons, while ho is defeated— and tho 
last part of this suggestion seems 
very probable— we suppose thnt Brit- 
ish Columbia might still seouro a re- 
presentative in the ministry. 

PERSISTING IN DECEIT 

■On Sunday morning we directed at- 
tention to tho scandalous deceit at- 
tempted by tho Times in the publica- 
tion of a map professing to show that 
tho Grand Trunk Pacitlc Is about to 
contruct a line of Railway from Fort 
George to Victoria, witli a branch 
therefrom to Vancouver. The mon- 
strosity of this misrepresentation 
possibly prevented our contemporary 
from offering any excuse for it. -Never- 
theless one - would suppiise that the 
Minister of Inland Revenue would not 
have permitted such a gross deception 
on the part of his own newspaper to 
pass uncorrected and unrepudlatcd. 
Yet the Times has not "only not at- 
tempted to deny that it misrepresented 
the facts, but it has not even thought 
it necessary to make a pretence 
showing that what it said, although 
not literally correct, might be accepted 
as substantially accurate. Of course 
It was not substantially accurate for 
it is not true that the Grand Trunk Pa 
citlc Railway company contempiatos 
tho construction of a railway from 
Fort George to A'lctoria and that tho 
subsidy of ?C40,000 granted to the Van- 
couver Island and Eastern Railway 
company was to enable tho Grand 
Trunk I'acillc to reacli Victoria. By 
tlio map, Mr. Templeman ^vaa repre- 
sented as ;:hayih#.VseDnred;,.the' construe 
tion of a branch line of tli'e" G. T. Pa- 
cinc from Fort George to this cliy, 
whereas all he did in point oL" I'aot was 
to secure a subsidy for 100 miles of 
tho V. I. & E. Railway company's 
proposed lino beginning at a point 
where there is no railway at present 
and ending somowhcro in tho Cascade 
mountains, where there is no railway 
at present. In tiic letter press ac- 
companying the map it was stated that 
this subsidy, \vas to secure tho con- 
struction of a railway across Seymour 
Narrows. Now Mr. Tomplema.n knows 
perfectly well that tho subsidy was not 
intended to secure tho crossing of Sey- 
mour Narrows by a railway. He know.s 
perfectly well that tho V. 1. & E. 
Railway company, which Is not , yet 
organized, has no connection with the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. He kno«'s that 
liis government has not fiiven a .'single 
dollar to enable the Grand Trunk Pa- 
ciilc'ii^Of'l^iilja.va vUnej. to; yictorJa;' He 
Icnows thai he^hlmseii' has done noth- 
ing whatever to Induce tho G. T. Pa- 
cific to build a lino to Victoria. And 
yet he is permitting his campaign to 
proceed uijon the absolutely false state- 
ments, wiiich the Times advanced on 
Saturday. A grosser attempt to mis- 
lead a constituency was never attempt- 
ed. At lirst we supposed that it was 
the Times only tiiat w.as rcs|)Oiisibie 
for it, but as no correction has boon 
made in that paper, whose 'utterances 
Mr. Templeman could cohtroV it he 
would, no other conclusion is possible 
than that he approves of tlie attempt- 
ed deception. Ho must feel his ease 
to be well nigh hopeless or he would 
not permit such a course to be adoijted 
in Ills behalf.

That gentloninn has .saiil that 
ho does not sliaro I'lic views of the 
pcojile of British Columlila on this 
matter, and doubtless he acted in good 
faith, fjo far as his knowledge , went; 
If he liad understood tho case; as "the 
represcnt:ilivcs of this iirovinco ought 
to have seen that he undristooil ii. j i 
and then had refused to aslc for such 
a protocol, his refusal would have been 
properly characterized without' any 
saving qualification. 

Under these rireunistances we aslc 
the electors of A'iftoria, indei'd we ex- 
teiul tli(^ (pie.stion to llic: wlioie elec- 
torate of liriti.sli Columbia, if tliey do 
not realize that* they have- a.; duty, to 
perform. It seems t'o us tliat 'this 
diit.v is plain onougli.

Tho 
Japanese laborer learns, if ho in- 
quires,' that if ho goes over Into 
Manchuria or Korea, where ho Is even 
less welcome than in Anicrlc.'i, he may 
stand a chance for employment nl a 
wage, a little' in advance of what ho 
gets at home, but' ho IcncJws that if 
he comes to America, ho can get for 
a day's woric at least as miicli 
as lie can got in .rnpaii for a month's 
work ;uul nearly half a.s niucli as he 
could get for a month's work In Koii.'u 
or Manchuria.

One reason wliy we do not feel able 
to take these prognoHtlcations of evil 
at their I'ace value is tliat tiiey almost 
always wind up with an attack upon 
tlio Liberal government. . Wo aro un- 
able to believe that the Unionist party 
in the United ]\lnf;doiu luive a inon- 
opol.\- of the iialriotism of the countr.v, 
or that Jlr. Asqulth and his colleagues 
are taking a ilendlsh delight in keeplnef 
the country on tlie banks of a preci- 
pice. The writer in the National Re- 
view liiinl;s thai (h'eat Hrllain's safety 
can only be secured by a great In- 
crease in the navy and by the coiniile- 
tlon of arrangomchts' for thro'wliig 
:;00,000 to ;iOn,000 men into l.orr.'iino at 
sliort notice. If this must be done, it 
would be bettor to have tlie war at tho 
.earliest possible -day, for the moment 
the British government prepares for 
an invasion f)f r,(:rniany li.v w.ay of 
l'")'anee, (ierman.v will doelan.- wiir. The 
British navy can sweep the Germans 
from the sea now, and if things aro ns 
tlio Review writer thinks, tho sweeping 
process ought not to be aelayod. But 
we u\k'- \r:tvi'. to doubt If they aro as 
he represents.

'•'An English writer thus 'sums up tlio 
various causes which have led up to 
the annexation of Bosnia and Herzo- 
govina by Austria: 

"That Austria has taken thi.s course 
wltliont tho consent of her pnitnora in 
the Triple Alllnnce, Germany and Italy, 
1r extremely Improbable. The motives 
that have led them to consent are not 
hard to dlsoorn. Apart from assur- 
ances which she has probably received 
that the Oriental Railway bondliolder.s 
would be compensated by Bulgarln, 
Germany lias a big chance of Improv- 
ng her position in Europe throu^rli the 
ibew., situation. Last week she was 
\ho Isolated power of Kuropc. Eng- 
land, France and Russia were banded 
itogether to hold her in curb. Austria 
and Italy were luke-warm allies. Now 
Austria anil Italy will bo closely bound 
to her again and Russia may bo de- 
tached in whole or part from the other 
Dreibund. Tliis has already boon in- 
dicated in the dispatches from Europe. 
The treaty of Berlin, which settled the 
status alike of Bulg-aria, and of Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina, being virtually 
^orn In pieces, the czar's government 
will naturally demand Us share of the 
benefits. Its eyes will be turned to 
tlie Bosphorous and tho Dardanelles 
and a demand will be made,. for.;. tho 
removal of the embargo uponftha'-'pas-" 
•sago of warships through- these straits.' 
Thus Russia will hope to gain the na- 
val advantage of her great littoral 
upon the Black sea.- And this is 
where tho split with England may 
come. Tho opening of the straits 
would place Russia in a position to 
contest at an early day BrltLsli su- 
premacy in the Levant. Thus Eng- 
land might be forced to keep a vastly 
nioro powerful and expensive fleet in 
the Jlediterranean to protect her great 
antcrests in Eg.vpt and to guard the 
Suez route to India. England, to avert 
this necessity, may prefer to opiiosp 
Riissia's desires in' a readjustment of 
the Eastern situation. The reward of 
fercd 'to Italy for consenting i to' the 
Austrian tcn-ltoriar^ agffrandlziftnerit.\ls 
no doubt a free- "hand in the coldlilza'- 
tlon of Tripoli, toward \Vhich she has 
long had aspirations. This concession 
la not unlikely to suit Germany's plans, 
nUxK'o it may create suspicion and 
.Icalousy on the part of France, aim- 
ing as it docs to a conii)lcto prepon- 
derance of infhienco In tho norlli oC 
Africa. Germany cannot but bo 
pleased al.so at the blow to the Voimg 
Turk movement Inevitable from the 
. Jos^.of,,so,much territory to the Porte, 
lyen;.. though the hold on it was little 
jnoro'than Jiomlnal. Down to tire time 
of the' "young iTurk.. uprising Germanv 
was the most Influential of. tt^e pow- 
cr.s at Constantinople.. The'Sultan re- 
lied on the Kaiser for support against 
the rest of Europe.' and the KaiSer 
hoped to .v-ecuro great advantages— first 
in tho way of railroad concessions and 
ultimately in torrltorv In the Turkish 
regions of Asia. The Young Turk 
success dispelled the German influ- 
ence and curbed German ambitions. 
Edward of England suiiplanted Wil- 
Ijani as tlie best friend of the Otto- 
ipaii govoriinicnt. .Xnytliing that 
might lend to cause reaction In Tur- 
key, therefore, could not fall to give 
satisfaction In Berlin. Turkev may 
consider it prudent to limit action in 
regard to Bosnia and Herzegovina to 
diplomatic protests, leaving Eurojie to 
.settle the issues, but it seems hardly 
probable that slie will let Bulgaria go 
without a fight."--

We 
arc far from suggesting that the ar- 
rangements of the treaty of Borlln are 
permanent and sacrosanct for nil lime.

, R. G. TATLDW IS 
INTERVIEWEO IN LONDON 



Tells Britishers of the Progress. 
Made by British Columbia ' 
■ .of Late Years ■ 



Froriucnt and favorable comments 
upon the advance and progress of 
British Columbia are made In the 
papers of Groat Britain, In connection 
with the present' holiday, there of Hon. 
U. G. Tatlow, finance "minister. An 
Interview with hin> published In the 
London Financial News .irlves an 
cellont idea of the buoyant tone of the 
■province's finances. It follou'.s: 
' In spite of the diaasiVous panic in 
the United States, In spite of u period 
.of commercial depros.'ilon which has 
jbeon almost universal, and notwith- 
standing other- adverse conditions, 
British Columbia has within recent 
times prospered to u .marked degree.^ 
The receipts, for the ^last five yeari 
imve been dbubled, the Incubus; of, pub- 
lic debt. hafj;s been-'teatoHally VriBlleve^, 
fresh sour'des'-'- bf''s-rav6hu'e'';havb^ 
found, and — what la more gratifying- 
still— the population has;' greatly in- 
creased. The agricultural, the fishing, 
the lumber, and . the mining interests 
of the country have prospered to such 
an extent that the province niusi' be 
regarded as one uC tlio most favored 
.spot.s oti earth. 

The Hon. R. G. Tallow (mini.stcr of 
finiuiec), who l.s at present on a vi.sit 
to this coiintr.v, has given a reprcHC-n- 
tutlvo of The Financial News some In- 
teresting fact.s .concerning the fair 
western province, Itt; wonderful pro- 
ductiveness. Its abounding resources, 
Us supremo advantages, and Us glow- 
ing iirospeot.s. The story of progress 
during the late decade is a romance In 
figures and striking facts. From lOOli 
to 1907 the balance of liabilities over 
assets considerably decreased, - and 
there wa;j a reduction In the latter 
year of nearly $1,000,000, mostly in 
Vhe public debt. Tlie Hon. R. G. Tat- 
low is naturally very jubilant at those 
result.s, and ho predicts that the pre- 
sent year, In point of receipts, will 
equal, If It does not greatly surpass, 
what' has gono before. After giving 
surprising figures showing the doubled 
receipts during the past five years and 
detailing Important items of expendi- 
ture, he touched upon the absorbing 
topic of public works. "I am glad," 
iho ;remarked„iwith . ii. v,confldent smile, 
"that soIiftii^lJia-; publics works are con- 
cerned, Vwoiar^ei^ablpfJ^^^^ a larger 
sum th/»n;5fgrmeriy.'S''';L we 
spent $854,l3S';^i.Ior '•'the 'fpfeaeht''i"- year 
wo have an ■appfoprl.atldn of 'jl,b53,540, 
and next year wo:., pr4iJ0?e ■ to spend 
fl. 255. 900, of which 1 the' greater por- 
tion ($788,555) Is for roads, trails and 
bridges." - r'.fSSSSK»^->.iv'>;; 

"I take It," remarh^a thei Interview- 
er, in an inierfSgjltl'vb 'way,* "that' ptib- 
llc works are not to bo developed at 
the expen.gG of otlior departments; that 
duo regard la being paid to the agri- 
cultural prospects or the country?" 
The reply of the minister was that 
everything was being done to foster 
the natural productiveness of the 
province. "The progres.'! made in that 
great industry in 1007 wa.-i, all things 
considered, satisfactory. A very late 
spring, followed by a dry snmmrr and. 
In some dlsfricts, imfavorable h.arve.st- 
ing weather, contributed to reduce the 
average production; but, on the other 
hand, there was .a material inrrease in 
the acreage under cultivation, and 
prices ranged higher than In former 
years; so tlint when the returns are 
oomplete It is confidently expected 
that tliey will show a total equal -to 
that of lone;, wlien the estimated value 
of the products of farm, ranch, dairy, 
and orchard aggregated S'.HOO.OOO." 
Upon the subject of the d/\lry Indus- 
try ho was just .Ts eloquent, .and Uis 
eoniin;nits brAathcd an optimism abun- 
dantly justified by quoted figures. 
"The (Uitput of butter for the year 
from IS ercTmeriPs." he said, ".-nnount- 
ed to 1,r,.-1.3ni \hK., valued a.t $.'.in.-121. 
conipared with 1,010.000 lbs., valued at 
St30,000, In 1906. The Increase (32,000 
lbs.) seems inconsiderable; but the 
higher prices secured netted the pa- 
trons of the creamerJes over $100,000 
more tlian they reooivod invl906. It Is 
estimated that the farmerSiWlves and 
daughters contributed . about 400,000 
11)3.; and,' aciaing:that^.to-tho output' of 
tlio nreameries,-' -we havoi a : total pro- 
duction ■ of-;OVor:= 2,051,304 'lbs.-.'.' against 
•!.317,000-Ibs,. Itnported from other pro- 
vinces and foreign countries." ' 
Just as Jubllnnf wns-the minister In 
spenkinc: of fruit-growing. Ho rattled 
off figures -with the isaso of a man 
with a powerful mornpry, and gay nn 
interesting touch toj'-all. . ;..''The'.'TO 
gratifying fact in coniiecl'lo'n'wlth' the 
fruit industry," .he said,' "Is' the In- 
creaso of the acr-eage of orchards and 
small fruits. In the Kootenay.i. the 
noundary, nknnagan. the Lower I^fn In- 
land, and Vancouver Island new peo- 
ple are rnmin.g in, all possessed of 
more or less capital, and c.stabll.'--hing 
tlieni.<ielve.s as fruil'-growers. Tiie 
growth of tlio fruit Industry may be 
realised from roti:!-ns furnished by 
the provincial fi-iiit liispprlnr. For the 
planting season nf 190" the number of 
fruit-tree.s and bushe.q Imported w.as, 
in round nuinbcM'.-;. l.nnO.OOO, and about 
an efinal nnniher was produced bj'.pro- 
vlnelal nursr-i-le.-i, Thl.s -svnuld repre- 
!-pnt the pl.-tnllnnr of at least .'.n.oOO ad- 
dition acre.-, and iiicrnase.'i the tot;il 
fruit-growing arrea.ge of the province 
to over 100. nOO acres— a fairly gnnd 
slinwing. when It Is eonsidered that 
in 1001 there were only 7,-l30 acre<; In 
I'rnit. It docs not require much exer- 
cise of tlie imagination to look- for- 
ward to a day w-hrn British Onlnm- 
bi.a will be one of tlie (greatest fruit 
producers of the world." 

"And what about the mines of the 
province?" xv.as one of the questions 
a.=ked by our representative. "With 
regai'd tn the shutting down of some 
of tlie big producing mines. I need 
only ri'inind ynu of Die coke short- 
age early in the year, and of the fall 
In the prices of ropper and other 
ni(-tals ^vllich followed the collapse of 
the attempt to corner the market, an 
event which led to a general slump In 
all the principal trading stocks and 
the bankruptcy of many larce mone- 
tary concerns in the. United States. Xo 
better proof of the stahllitv of our 
mining Industry could bo furnl.shi-d 
than tlio fact that In' spite of fhei-e 
drawbacks tlic mineral' output .shows 
an increase over that of 190G of over 
5750,000." After referring at some 
length to the fisheries ' leturns the 
minister polnfed to the fact ^ that the 
population of British ICbliitobfa was 
now 250,000. This moant/.tliat'tho pro- 
vince was at present ' liroduclrig over 
$200 for every man, woman, and child 
within it.a boundaries, showing In the 
most emphatic manner possible what 
tremendous advantages they possessed, 
and, further, that those Immense ma- 
terial Interests were being .-letlvel-v' ex- 
ploited to the benefit of the revenue 
and to the advnneoment and prosper- 
ity of the boundary. , .

obstructed by the interior, furnishings 
of the bar that but a limited view of 
the premises can bo iiad and In some 
cases only the end of thu bar can be 
seen, while the. gnated portion of the 
mahogany is oiit. of sight While it, is 
not contended , that, l,ho proprietor 



Liquor Regulation Bylaw stipulates 
that a free and uninterrupted view of 
the whole of the Interior be given, the 
offending proprietors will be requested 
to at once comply witli tlic law. 

This matter came up for considera- 
tion at the regular meeting nf the 
police commissioners held yesterday 
afternoon at the city hall and License 
Inspector Hundley was instructed to 
see that any proprietors offending In 
this resi)ect bo notified at once to meet 
all reiiulrenients of the law. 

The overcrowdlhg,,oi| the platfor.ms 
on the street car8';?waa"also a matter 
dealt with by thc'comtnlssloners. Com- 
plaints have been made to the com- 
mlsaioners that during the rush hours 
the cars are so overcrowded that it Is 
not only Impossible for many of the 
l)ublic to Secure seating accommoda- 
tion but those forci d to stand on the 
front or rear platlorms are in danger 
of being tlirown oft while the crowd 
on the front jdalforni Interferes with 
the work of the motorman. While duo 
allowance is made lor the present 
shortage of power which necessitates 
the company curtiUiing Its regular ser- 
vice, tho commlsslonors will urge that 
soma; steps bOr talten whereby this 
overcrowding of the cars can be elim- 
inated, and many residents of tho city 
saved from the necessity of daily run- 
ning the risk of injury. 

Still another topic dealt witli was 
that relating to the more adequate col- 
lection of street sweepings. Tho coin- 
mi.s.'doners will recommend to the city 
council that a number of tin recep- 
t.'icies be purchased and placed at tho 
corners of the tlown town strei.-ts Into 
whlcli the sweeping;;, Jis gathered by 
the street sweepers, can be deposited. 
As it is at present, the rofu.'io matter 
when swept into piles along the road- 
way is often allowed to remain for so 
long that by tho time the wagon ar- 
rived to remove the. djrt the plies have 
dlsappeared,*havtng.jbeen blown along 
the street, which "is about as dirty as 
before the sweepers did their work. 

The commissioners will .-iiso recom- 
mend to the city council that tenders 
for several overcoats and other winter 
clothing for the police force be called 
for at once.

Rate Only Applies to Letter 
That Are Mailed to Points 
in tho City 



Since the new one-cent rate was put 
in forc-e on city li-tters there has been 
coiisldei-able inisunderslaiuilng \vltli 
r(>gard to the district in which the 
rat(! applies. It is condned solclv to 
I)lacos within tlie city limits, and'let- 
ters posted from or to jilaces in the 
suburbs am not sent at the one-cent 
rate. It is necessary to put two cent 
stamps on letters sent to or from 
places outsldi^ the boundaries of the 
city. The i)laceK where the one cent 
rate .apidies, at v,-liicli letters raay be 
jiostod with one-cent stamps are: 
Victoria City, Victoria West, and the 
following sub-otrices, Xo. 1, .it Oak 
Bay .Junction, Xo. 2, on Douglas St.; 
No. on Crnigilower road and Xo. 4 
at Spring Itidge. On all letters mailed 
at A'ictori.a t-.vo cents iiostage is re- 
quir(.-tl on .-ill conunuiiicatlons address- 
ed to (he ]l;irracks, Esqulmalt post of- 
fice, Beaumont post ofilce, Tlioburn 
post office .and Oak Bay jjost office. If 
one' cent stamiis are idaced on these 
letters two cc.ntH will bo charged on 
delivery. Since the new rate came Into 
force many letters, have been sent Into 
these, districta with one cent stamps 
on them,- and n6t - only delays have 
occurred, but tho recipients have been 
called upon to pay .2 cents on delivery.

CHINESE QUESTION TO 
AGAIN BECONSIDERED 

Knotty Problem to be Taken 
Up at Tonight's Meeting 
. of School Board 



The school board at tonight's meet- 
ing will, in all likelihood, finally, decide 
upon what action Is to be taken rela- 
tive to Chinese children in tho city 
schools. At the last meeting of the 
board tho subject was- discussed at 
length, when a i>reppi't,-.y b3'i-a special 
cmnmlttce appolnte(i3^,tQ'.'~l'dolcilnto the 
question was dlsciissed 'at' loiigth but 
no decision arrived at. The commlttoo 
reported that there are at present in 
tho city schools fifty-four Ciilneso 
scholars and two .Tapanese and recom- 
mended that a separate school be set 
aside lor these. It was pointed out by 
some of tho other trustees that such 
a separate school could only bo avail- 
able Cor tho junior grades as some ot 
tho Chinese scholars are in the higher 
grades and {n the,.H}gh School and to 
segregate; these ;?iswbuia*)als6'^ require 
that -provision •■i shbdldV be . made for 
■teachers for tiiem. It was suggested 
that tliose scholars who have passed 
the third reader should be allowed to 
go ahead as now and tho junior 
grades be given a school for tiiem- 
selves. Rock Bay school being sug. 
gcstod. It appears, however, that resi- 
dents in the neighborhood of the Rock 
Bay school arc complaining at tlie ro- 
Iiorted intention of tlie board to use 
tiuvt school f-or Cliln(.-se scholars. The 
spec.'lal coniiiilttee'.s report was ilnally 
referred back to the committee when 
these various factors could be con- 
sidered and another report submitted, 
'rhls last report will bo presented to- 
night, v.'hon this long-dlscusscd and 
vexatious question wHl probably bo 
finally Hottlcd. The Chinese parents 
are satlslled to accept a separate 
school, but the question of just how 
far the board can legally go in estab- 
lishing such a school requires to bo 
determined. 

School Banking. 

Another question to be considered 
by tlie hoard is that of tho advisability 
of continuing the present system of 
school banking under wliicli the scliol- 
ai-s, or tiiosc who arc desirous of so 
doing, can bring tiielr contrllmtions to 
their teacliers by whom tlie amounts 
are paid to the principal and by tlio 
latter deposited in the Bank of B.N-A. 

Under the present system, it la 
claimed by the principals of tho var- 
ious schools, an linmonso amount of 
work is Involved wliich seriously Inter- 
feres with tho course of studies and 
from figures recently secured showing 
the amounts deposited by the scholars 
of tho various schools, It Is claimed 
that during the past eight months the 
children have lost their entliusiasin 
for tho scheme and the amounts being 
deposited have been steadily failing 
off. Recently there was held a meet- 
ing of the principals wlien a recom- 
mendation was prepared which will bo 
presented to tho board this evening. 
The principals ask that the system of 
banking In the schools be discontinued 
|)r In lieu tliereof that some more sim- 
ple and workable system be substitut- 
ed, as the,..;pr,osent ,. one entails an 
amount ofiw'Ofk'upbri the teachers and 
the prlnolpala'-whlch.^ilt'is' c]almed, is 
out of all proportion to' tho behents de- 
rived by »the pUplls,- the "fireater por- 
tion of whom have ceased to take ad- 
vantage of the scheme. 

Absentee Teachers. 

The practice of teachers, or at least. 
It is claimed, a number of them, in ab- 
senting tiicmseives from their duties 
witliout first having been authorized to 
do so by tiie board, will be a subject 
Introduced by Trustee McNeill, who 
claims that the practice has become so 
frequent that It calls for instant atten 
tion on the part of the board. Trustee 
McNeill avers that he can cite In 
stances where a teacher, who had been 
given permission by the principal to 
absent himself, or herself, for a day 
had seen fit to take a week's leave 
and that teachers by button-holing 
some of tho trustees and getting their 
permission to take a holid.ay, have 
done so but the board, .as such, was 
unaware of it. He will ask that here- 
after, except in cases of illness or 
emergency, no leave bo granted to 
teachers unless such leave has been 
formally ratified by the board. 

Superintendent- . Paul -.i/vUl call the 
attention ot .the board .to; the necessity 
of the school act being enforced so 
■that young boys and girls, who arc un- 
der the age of fourteen, shall bo forc- 
ed to attend school and not be per- 
mitted by thvir parents to run wild 
about the city or enter occupatlon.s 
before they have reached that age. 
Tho recent case in (ho police court 
wliere three boys were convicted of a 
series of robberies has directed the 
attention of the superintendent to the 
necessity of children being compelled 
to attend school and the board wdll be 
aslccd. to act.

The lienziuo Hliould Ijc (luite elean. 
This can be readily tested l^y i)iiurln.i,' 
a little on tlif back of the hand. Il' 
Kood, it will dry oir ra))ldly, loaviiiK 
liio liand quite elean, but 11' any per- 
ceptible grease remains oil tlie bund, 
the spirit is not lit to use. 

The oil should be the ' regulation 
clock oil sold at most stores, but If 
this Is not to be had conveniently, the 
next best must do, such as scvvln;,' 
machine oil, cycle oil, pure sperm oil, 
pr ncatsfoot oil. 

The dllHculty about sperm oil is that 
you will have trouble^. In. obtain Inp It 
pure; In many places ' . It Is largob- 
adulterated with colza. r 

Cut a circular Tilece of blottlnt? 
paper six Inches In diameter tmd fold 
it twice across the centre. This will 
reduce it to u (luarter round. 

If il is now opened so tho three 
thicknesses of the pajier are on one 
.side of tile lidllow cone and one thlck- 
nes.s on the other. Tho luiper may be 
placed In n cup or jar and tlu^ oil upon 
l)elnfr ]>oured Into It will slowly filter 
through. Do not use vef;otal)le' oils. 

The spindles and siilndic; lioles In 
the clock, and the teeth of escapement, 
wheel arc to 'bo cleaned by dipping 
tho brush In benzine, and after w.ash- 
Ing a part, wiping the brush on tlui 
rag and rinsing In the benzine. This 
.'dintild be I'epeated frniuentlj-, until 
no more dirt of)mes aw.'iy. .

HERE AMD THERE 



The school children of one of 
tho Ontario townships held a fall 
fair in one of tho school build- 
ings last month. .: Vegetables, grain, 
llowers and other products of the 
farm and garden were displayed 
and an olllclal from the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa 
came down to a^vard the prizes. The 
importance! of this exhibition is com- 
mented uiion by tlio Canadian Courier 
from wliich the item is taken. It Is 
safe to say that many of the young 
exhibitors will grow up to be good 
farmer.'i or farmers' wives. This 
matter of school gardens for the rural 
people is so important a part..of the 
education of a country boy^'or rglrl. that 
it Is a wonder . it . has been . neglected 
so long. The child who spcnd.s his 
growing . years In .. learning about 
everything except , the worit he see.s 
going on around him. is hardly to be 
blamed if he desires to avoid a life 
which ho has learned to look upon as 
drudgery. Tho girls, too, leave their 
country homes to escape what they be- 
lieve to 111' a hard and unlovely life. 
The inliuenee of a good school garden 
and an cntliusiastic teacher In creat- 
ing a love of country life , it.' ts hard 
to over estimate. . - ' 

In our own T»'ovince -the school gar- 
den would serve many purppsos^ In 
our comparatively mild climate flowers, 
vines and shrubs, as well as fruit trees 
grow with amazing swiftness. It would 
be easily possible wlth tho co-opera- 
tion of some of tho people of the dis- 
trict to make tho schooihouso and 
grounds tiio most beautiful spot In tlie 
settlement. The children would learn 
to love the school all the better that 
they lijul helped to beautify it. It 
might lie, too, that the teacher would 
feel inclineil to remain longer in the 
school district where he or she had 
commenced a work the fruits of which 
required time . for , development. In- 
cldontalljr much information regarding 
agriculture'/hilght ' be.'imparted. It Is. 
perhaps, too- much ■ to "hope that city 
teachers r would take • the time and 
trouble necessary for this work when 
the pressure of competition between 
the schools is so strong. But In the 
country a well-cultivated scliool gar- 
den should be the rule In everv dis- 
trict. 

"Is woman fitted for professional and 
business life?" l.s a ipiesiioti tliat l.i be 
Ing asked not only by men but by 
women themselves, it used to be said 
tliat women had not received sutli- 
elent training and education to en- 
able them to comp(!te successfully 
with men In the world of effort. For 
generations men ha\-o been accustom- 
ed to compete with one another ip 
Imslness and to rival one another in 
the professions. They h^ve been able 
to devote their whole time to their 
work and one here and there has be- 
come eminent. It is scartely two 
generations since women 'liave ' been 
obliged, or have chosen, to ' leave the 
seclusion of their homes and to en- 
gage In business or enter the jirofes- 
slons. It is even a shorter time since 
they liave been allowed to enter the 
univer.sitles and obtain a.s good an 
education as men. it could not be ex- 
pected that with eipial natural endow- 
ments they could take the lead in a 
Held to which they were compara- 
tive strangers. 'I'hal Ihoy have done 
well is as much as could be expected. 
There is a reason why excellence can 
seldom . b©.. looked for In tho work of 
women: -in,; the outside world. Kvery 
man'Si business or his profession is 
his life's work. It is tho exceptional 
wonmn who concentrates all her- ener- 
gies and her thought on work outside 
her :home. Yet there are women whose 
.talehts. ha\ (' made tliem eminent, and 
perhaps there are (piite as many of 
these as could reasonably be expected. 
That Is not the opinion of a writer In 
Aljpeton's .Magazine, who says: 

"Women as a cl.ass have not become 
enmeshed In jirofesslonal and busi- 
ness life, which are about tlie same 
thing. tlirough tlieir own desires, 
but through the working of economic 
forces licyond their control. The so- 
eialization of lionie Industries lias al- 
tered women's status, and In many 
cases forced them upon the World. 
But in the world they are not making 
the place for themselves that they for- 
jnerly held In thevhome.'as equal fac- 
tors with men. ; It is.^olear that, in the 
professions today, nion arc quite equal 
to the demands. There is no function 
of leadership, In other words, that any 
woman possesses that some man can- 
not oxerclso as well as she. The doors 
of opiiortunlty are being closed to lier 
again, liecauso opinion seems to have 
crystalixed Into the belief tliat woman 
has not •made g(jud,' in thi; sense that 
she ran stand alone, well supported, 
successful and unanxious, upon her 
own work. Oiw. dnvs not mean neces- 
sarily that the rirofesslonal women has 
fulled, that slu; bus not earned a liv- 
ing, or made a rei)ulatlon, or both, hut 
that slio has not niadi' hei-self an In- 
dlspensalile j.art of professional life, 
a I'aetor of undisputed Aeorlii. 

'"J'ho ojjinion oven of women on tiiis 
subject Is strangely unanimous. They 
are not satisfied with tlu! position iii 
which tliey stand in business nor with 
what they stand for. They have be- 
come un.settled about themselves and 
their ability to fight successfully 
shoulder to shoulder with men, given 
the opiiortunlty, and aro looking to 
themselvos, for a wonder, to see If tho 
explanation lies within. 

"Women has failed to 'make good' 
her ])retenslons to consideration as an 
Indeiiendent leader and tlilnker in tho 
prot'i.'sslons and In business. Almost no- 
whei-i; in the high places do we find 
women. Very few are they among 
physicians of note, few among lawyers 
and few as ('xecutlve' heads of colleges 
or iioldcr.s of professlon.-il chairs, few 
among the ranks of editors. And in 
tho .teaching and newspuper fields they 
have had great opportunities, whatever 
may be the case today." 

Every day Is affording fresh cvl- 
donco that Increased attention must bo 
given to tho moral education of chil- 
dren. The newspapers on both - sides 
of politics are proclaiming the dishon- 
esty of our public men. That In many 
eases these charges and countercharges 
.-ire not true l.s only another evidence 
of mor.il nbliqulty. It has been proved 
bi-yond re;isonnblo doubt that many of- 
ficials niak(! use ot their positions to 
enrich themselves. Kloctors In some 
constituencies accept money or 
money's worth for their votes. .Tuve- 
nile eriino Is increasing at a rate that 
Is nut of |iropj)rtlon to the Increase of 
liopulatlon. In all classes of the com- 
munity the gambling spirit, the desire 
to get something far nothing, Is rife, 
and Hhows Itself no. loss at the. church 
bazaar than on .the race track or .stock 
exchange, The popularity, of novcja 



whoso tone and.-teachlng( are, Immoral 
is commented upon ;> every wliere and 
the tendency to evade the performance 
of duties which arc hard and disagree- 
able is - but too evident. These nre 
some of the signs of the limoa that 
warn us thai we have been valuing In- 
tellectual attainments and matcrlnl 
good above the knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of right and wrong, and tlie 
training of the children In good con- 
duct. Our country Is young and as 
yet wo iiavc not gone too far in tho 
wrong direction to retrace our steps. 
The evil has not spread beyond the 
hope of cure.. There, are men and 
women in every walk of life who arc in- 
corruptible, who do right becau.sc it 
Is right. But If the Canada of tho fu- 
ture Is to bo known for that "righte- 
ousness which exalteth tlie nation," 
parents and teachers must look to it 
that their children are not only well 
educated, In the ordinary sense of tho 
term, but that they are good men ti.nd 
women. it should be felt that the 
honest, even If Ignorant, laborer, Is a 
better citizen Hum the unscrupulous 
man ot letters, and that tho poorest 
man who does his duty simply is 
greater than the millionaire who uses 
his wealth as an engine of oppression. 
Our . girls raupt, learn that no amount 
of wealth'; and'^-ho degfrce ot culture 
can excuse the slightest departure 
from tho good old ways of love and 
purity, and steadfast faith. How 
moral teaching may best be given Is a 
(luestion for those who have laid iij)on 
thoni tho responslbllit\- of the train- 
ing of youth; that It musl bo given 
Is now- felt by all who think upon this 
subject. 



FALL FASHIONS 

Xcver was there such a year for 
apparently simplicity in dress, and 
never was the slnipllclty so entirely 
feigned. The almost severely plain 
gowns that wo seem to slip Into as a 
second skin arc in reality tlie most 
troublesome garments that have over 
succeeded in gaining tho approval of 
tailor and dressmaker.

One .takes a chair and 
starts off, another seizes a sofa, flvo 
or six or oven ton or twelve men get 
under a piano and march along, and 
one by one the others follow, each 
one bearing some piece of household 
goods. The things arc put in place 
as they reach the new house, and in 
a few hours the moving has been .-ic- 
com))llshed and everything is shlii- 
slmpc. Tho human vans seldom walk 
unless their load Is unusimlly heavy. 
A man with a sofa or with four or 
,flvq, chairs plied on his back will keep 
up ;'.a' ..contllnuuus jog trot for hours 
without appearing to lire.

"History in Bells." 

.\t the iluseum of Decorated Arts, 
one of tlie llltlo museums in Paris to 
which tho tourist goes too rarely, is a 
<'ollectlon lent by .lules Doniergue, 
a collection of bells, says the St. James 
Budget. It has taken forty years to 
get together, andj .now that electricity 
is replacing 'the hahd-boll as rapidly 
as gas and- the' electric light are doing 
away with table lamps and candle- 
sticks, it will not bo long before many 
of tho llttlo bells In this peculiar col- 
lection have become extremely rare. 

^^. Domcrgue's collection Is a curi- 
ously varied one. There are bells of 
all kinds antl all sliics. Bolls of the 
Ilenalssance, bells ot porcelain, bells of 
bron/,(^ and eoiiiier, bells of silver, ivory, 
and wood, bells of wire, and bells of 
gias.H or crystal. There are bells of 
gold Inset with ju'eclous stones, and 
there are oven bells covered with cur- 
ious embroideries. Some of tho bells 
aro little marvels of exquisite art, such 
as a wonderful little statuette of Louis 
KV. In silver, and .a bronze ^Vlercury 
wlilcli dates from the eighteenth ccn- 
tur\-. A large number of the exhibits, 
of which there are several hundreds, 
represent women in th-a'. costumes of 
tho period. There are., tiny statuettes 
of the nonaissance,: showing the high 
fan -shaped collarette ■ (wonderfully 
worked in real lace over a thread of 
silver wire), the stiff corset, tho puffod- 
out sleeves, and the queer stovepipe 
cuffs. In . every case, of course, tlio 
lady's skirt forms the bell. Another 
one made towards the end of tho eigh- 
teenth century; shows us the panlcrs 
ahdvtho^'tilrth^^pf :thol5crlnollne and tho 
Inimorisd'hat' and head-dross of tlic 
period. ' M. Domcrgue's collection is In 
Its way. quite an epitome of French

Witii no runner occupying a base, 
it shall be rctiulrcd of the pitcher that 
he deliver two straight balls to tho 
batsman. Tho pitcher .■?hall l)o penal- 
ized in failure to comply wdtli this 
I'ule by having the umpire declare 
such Illegal delivery a ball," 

In commenting on the rule lie .sug- 
gests, Dugdale said he realized that It 
would raise a ■storm of protest, but ho 
points out that no radical departure 
from the game has ever been made 
without having inissed througli lire.

The al)polntnient of a receiver was 
inadv on the, application of the Na- 
tional Trust ConipiUiy, Limited, of 
Toronto, trustee under the Dominion 
Copi)er Company's mortgage. 

The application was made by reason 
of di'fauit in tlie terms of tlie com- 
pan\'s mort.ga^jc, under whicli bunds 
to the extent of $1,000,000 wore issued. 
The mortgage provided that an amount 
equal "to 10 per cent, of the outstand- 
ing bonds should, by July 1st of each 
year, be tlirnod into the sinking fund 
for liie annual retirement of a portion 
of the issue. 

As .^IJOO.OOO of tliis issue lias already 
been retired, there are outstanding but 
?S0O,000 bonds, and the amount 
whieli should have been put Into the 
Kinking fiuul on Juno Ist of this year 
was ?,so,000, but the company default- 
I'd on tills payment. 

Mv. Justice Morrison, in Vancouver 
last week, granted an order to wind 
up the estate and appoint a provis- 
ional liquidator. On Oct. 6th Chief 
Justice Hunter appointed P. F. Boosa 
as i)rovlslonal liquidator.

It would require a long .time and a 
long treatise to descrlbe'all:the'dctails 
of the .salt industry.

In some parts' the .wolls are 
very numerous, being a. fow. hundreds 
of v.ardH apart. Tho wells are: drilled 
just as wells are at liome,;but are very 
much deeper. Some of them are near- 
ly it mile deep, .and hundreds are over 
lialf a mile. A long bainbQO,'.tubc at- 
tached to a rope is let down, into tho 
well, and it'i'ls - astounding,' with what 
velocity it 4escendB. Over - the well 
liolo ls.,erootiBdVa. huge derrick, at tho 
top of?-:WhJch>,l8; a; large pulley over 
wlilch.'rfho .fbpa'^ijlays. After passing 
over the pulley the ropo descends ob- 
lifiuoly to a huge' ffrooved wheel, fas- 
tened perpendicularly to the ground, 
arcnind which tho rope pns.<;es horizon- 
tally to an Immense cylinder a hun- 
dred feet or no distant. This cyilii- 
dcr may be twenty, thirty or forty 
feet In ' dinnieter, nnd around it the 
rope wdndH as, it is turned by cows, 
mules, bul'talo or human kind. At 
one of the wells which we visited wo 
counted about eighty buffalo. Five 
of these huge animals were attached 
to the cylinder at once, and each had 
a driver who literally lashed the ani- 
niaiM with all his strength with a long 
bamboo whip.

Everything impreased mo with tho 
tireless industry and tho fcrtilo in- 
genuity of tho Chinese people, in that 
district at least. The thought'of that 
million of jieople toiling ceaselessly 
and laboriously for tho "bread that 
perLsheth," with scarcol.v any ccort In 
all these centuries to break to them 
the "Bread of Life," was certainly dis- 
tressing- But I do hope, now that our 
church has made a beginning there, 
that we may attempt something com- 
mensurate with tlio needs of place and 
people.

FRESH EGGS NOW AT 
HALF DOLLAR MARK 



Local Prices Are Still Further 
Advanced— Other Pro- 
:dube^R£iies*Ouieit^: 



Tile advance in the price of eggs, 
which local dealers have been predict- 
ing for some time, has come at last, 
the figure now quoted for the strictly 
fresh article being enhanced 5 cents 
per dozen, to 50 cents per dozen. The 
great scarcity of tho hen product, 
coupled by the continued steady de- 
mand, is Hlven as the reason for the 
advance, Avhich every year at tills time 
Is experienced. The market Is report- 
ed to bo fairly well supplied with 
Eastern eggs suitable for cooking pur- 
poses, but these are also firmer, retail- 
ing now at 35 cents per dozen, com- 
pared with prices a waeki'ago'.of -from 
3U to 35 cents. v.-'^-'-'i^; H'y:;y:'': 

On tho other hand there has been a 
dceiine in tho fresh butter made by 
the Cowichan creamery. Butter prices 
have of late boon ruling somewluit er- 
ratic, and after being advanced by the 
A'"lctoria and other creameries, eased 
off-again, but the Clowicluin creamery 
maintained its figure at 50 cents until 
tills week, -wlien its price Avtis reduced 
to -15 cents per pound, tho same as the 
A'"ictorla creamery, while the Chllll- 
wack, Comox and Albernl creameries' 
product rules at 40 cents! , Tho de- 
mand for butter Is reported, jjood, but 
with the liberal supplies oC.^Eaater.n 
butter of good quality on the market 
the inquiry for the local product has 
not been quite as strong. as formerly. 

AVith the above exceptions there have 
been few, if aiiV, important ])rice 
changes in local produce. In the fruit 
and vegetable lines, prices hold at the 
previous level, and with tlio possible 
exception of hothouse lettuce, which 
had declined to two heads for 5 cents, 
and celery, which is retailed at 5 
cents per head, no changes of Impor- 
tance have taken place. 

Flour prices, which IL was expected 
would show some change, still hold at 
•the previous level, and while Eastern 
mills are urgent buyers of tho new 
crop wheat, and are taking all , they 
can get the wheat for Inimedlatefde- 
livory, tho more distant futures show 
an easier tone. Arrivals' of now Wheat 
at the Ea,stcrn marketlne points aro 
exceplionully largo and oC excellent 
quality, the farmers apparently taking 
advantage of present good prices to 
market their holdings. It Is expected 
that with the steady movement stocks 
will increase rapidly and that the mills 
will shortly have their immediate 
wants fully sati.sficd. Bran and shorts 
have scored a sllglu in"crease. Tlic lo- 
cal demand is heavy, but .supplies are 
not equal to the Intiulry. The big local 
mills are not yet running to their full 
capacity and as a result tho by- 
products aro In comparatively short 
supply; AVhen tho mills get to run- 
ning full time the output of „bran' "ana 
shorts will duubtleas increase • accord- 
ingly.

The trouble is It is not 
growing even wlioie Heed has from 25 
to 30 speriiCont- Of, the acreage not yet 
put in I the- ground- :a"d.fnot' likely to bo 
as the conditions' arc getting -worse in- 
stead of better each day. In the face of 
continued drought and gradually di- 
minishing spring wiieat movement we 
see no safety in the short selling side 
of the market and suggest resting or- 
ders lo lalte wheat on forced breaks. 

Corn — Corn sliowed it's first real 
heaviness today as a result of the pro- 
longed fine weather wliicii is putting 
the new crop in marketable condition as 
never before aL this time of tlie year. 
A few cars from the new crop are com- 
ing in here. There is talk of liberal 
early movement during iN'oveinber and 
December. Tills may possibly replace 
the old corn which Is very low and force 
a llttlo break in the Dicembur price. 
If iio we suggest investment buying 
of Jiay corn on a scale down toward 
tlie sl.vty cent level. 

Oats — Cash liouses appeared lo do a 
little more iiedging than usual In oats. 
There was a pbor'isupply.iof- commission 
liuuse buying ordorsvarid the market 
caKlIy followed tlio decline In corn. A'ery 
.strong interests liave big holdings of 
:\Iay and we tlilnk they will l)u heard 
before ihe price is forced off very much. 

I'rovlsions — Depressing tactics on the 
part of the big forces in tlie provision 
trade were continued today and prices 
reached a still lower level. There was 
a fair amount of long product coming 
on the market, some of it In stop loss 
orders and the big interests undermined 
tlie market so lliat sales had to bo made 
at a sharp decline. There is no iiue.s- 
tlon about the merit of the product a', 
present prices beeause of the light- 
weight liogy. It is simply a iiuestion 
of getting into Ihe nmrUet on the buy- 
ing side, when the iireseiit obstructive 
tactics on the part of the manufacture- 
ers is at an end.

It is this facility of manipulation 
which lays open to susiJlclon the 
movements in such stocks, especially 
when tho concert of movement finds 
no other explanation than the com- 
mon, ownership or proi)erty interest, 
witliout any explanation in develop- 
ments affecting tlio properties. Such 
was tlio effect of the action of these 
stocks today.
